WHEREAS, the Governor of Iowa determined that the counties of Boone, Dallas, Jasper, 

Madison, Marion, Polk, Story, and Warren shall comprise Workforce Investment Region Eleven 

pursuant to the Workforce Investment Act of 1998, and 

WHEREAS, the Workforce Investment Act (WIA) of 1998 requires, and Chapter 28E, 

Code of Iowa (2013) allow, units of local government to indicate their joint participation in the 

WIA, by executing a joint exercise of powers agreement in accordance with those laws and 

regulations, and 



WHEREAS, the heretofore-named counties desire to participate in, and be a member of 

Workforce Investment Region Eleven as designated by the Governor:
